The cooked potatoes should be 
as dry and floury as possible. Simply mash them 
down with a fork till they’re like flour.

A flanking 
party completely disregarded the 
glowing, ricochetting tracer bullets 
in their eagerness to close in. 

The Major with me—he had lost 
every man of his original company 
at Dieppe—said: “I have never 
seen men so keen. They give me 
cold shivers to watch them I 
honestly don’t think they know 
what fear means.” 

It was men of this Brigade who, 
when ordered to do the regulation 
six miles an hour march in full 
battle order a few days ago, com- 
pleted the course in thirty-nine 
minutes.

I had an opportunity of testing 
the qualities of the latest type of 
Churchill when I rode as radio 
operator in one of the new Mark 
IV's. Weighing thirty-five tons, 
this monster can take on any other 
heavyweight at better-than-even 
terms. 

It possesses a formidable com- 
bination of speed, punch and 
defence—and these things are as 
important in tank 
warfare as they are 
in the boxing ring, 3 

All types of Chur- $ 
chill carry a tremen- 3 
dous weight of 3 
armour, and the men 
in them fight all the 
better because of this. It gives 
you a wonderful feeling of confi- 
dence to know that there are so 
many inches of good British steel 
between you and the enemy’s guns. 

On the return journey I moved 
into the gunner’s seat. With one 
shoulder pressed into the leather- 
padded socket and one eye at the 
periscope sight, I swung turret and 
gun on to various targets. 

They moved with a silky smooth- 
ness that was a revelation. Just 
the pressure of the hand, hardly 
more than I use to shift the car- 
riage of my typewriter, was 
sufficient. 

The armoured spearhead of the 
next Canadian attack will also 
include Ram tanks. The Ram is 
Canada’s own tank, and although 
it is still on the secret list, and 
details of its armament and per- 
formance may not yet be disclosed, 
I do know that it has given every 
satisfaction in its trials. 

It is a tank very similar in 
appearance to the American Sher- 
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man, and the man largely re- 
sponsible for its design is a 
General now commanding a 


Canadian Armoured Division in 
this country. 

He is a tough, hard-bitten 
soldier who has sailed round the 
world and fought in two revolu- 
tions as well as in France during 
the last war. 

I had the illuminating privilege 
of accompanying the General on 
a tour of various units during a 
week in which he had—with 
characteristic unorthodoxy — 
switched night into day, so that 
the whole Division were doing 
their normal training in darkness. 

As an exercise it is undoubtedly 
an excellent idea, but I found it 


difficult to adjust myself to eating 
porridge and flapjacks at seven 
o'clock at night, having lunch at 
midnight and taking a glass of 
port and a cigar with the General 
after dinner at 8 a.m.! 

Meeting the General unex- 
pectedly is rather like taking an 
ice-cold shower on a winter's 
morning.

“ Fighting Freddie,” his men call 
him, and there isn't one among 
them who would not follow him to 
hell and back. 

When he took over the Division 
some of them did not know one 
end of the tank from the other.

The shape of things to come is 
growing clearer with every pass- 
ing week and the prospect of 


early victory—even victory this 
year—can no longer be con- 
sidered as nothing but “ wish- 


ful thinking.” 

There is, for instance, a per- 
sistent rumour that the Finns. 
who have been fighting little more 
than a defensive war for a long 
while now, are growing so weary 
of battle and so despairing of 
success that they may shortly ap- 
peal to Russia for a separate 
peace. 

At present Germany has such 
a grip upon this unhappy country 
with Nazis holding key posts in 
the civil administration and Nazi 
troops “stiffening” the Finnish 
divisions at the front, that no 
such plea for armistice can really 
be expected. 

But it is beyond all doubt that 
in Finland as in Italy, in Hun- 
gary as in Rumania and in every 
German-occupied or German- 
dominated country in Europe, 
war-weariness is growing fast.
